Bevis not well pleaſed in his mind to follow this imploy, whiift 
thoſe that were unwoꝛthy of it, poſſeſſed his Fathers Eſtate, although 
he, as much as in bim lay, ſtrugled to conceal his Quality: yet had he ma⸗ 
ny Conflicts with himſelf, and thus erpoſulated ; Shall 1, ſaid he, 
who am the Son of an Earl, born to large Fortunes, thus ſuffer hun- 
KY, ger and cold, go in tattered Garments and lye hard and uneaſie, the 
Ground being for the moſt part my Bed, and the Sky my Canopy, 
it muſt not be; but rather will Bevis ſuffer any danger, and boldly 
contemn the malice and Fury of his Enemies. And whillt he was in 
theſe meditations, he heard from the Town of Southampton the ſound 
of Trumpets, Hoitboys and Fluits, which made him addzeſs hinlclf 
to a Traveller caming from thence, to know the meaning of it, and 
from him underſtod that Sir Murdure held a great Feaſt, fræly for all 
Perſons that would participate of his Mainties in honour of his Bar:

But they ſtill thꝛuſting him back and giving 
bad language, from wazds they kell to blows, when Bevis thazor gl 
enraged kell d one ot them with his Fiſt, and layed the other with a ſt gal 
ok his Truncheon dead at his Fer, and lo palled into the Ball, w;cre 
he found the Guels leated in a ſplendid manner, the Tables loaded with 
varieties of divers kinds, and Wine flowing in abundance ; when 
Bevis finding an empty place ſate down, which Sir Murdure, who ſat? 
with his Counteſs at the upper end or the Table, noting, and anger 
that ſuch a Gueſs had ben admitted, began to chale at his Potters), at 
the ſame time riſing from his Place, and charging him under. the penalty 


of ſcvere puniſhments to depart ; but Bevis told him he expected al bet⸗ 

ter welcome, elpecially in a place he had been ſo intimate in; and that 

though he were in a pozGarment he knew not but that he was moꝛe noble 

dcicended than himſelf, and that in pzof thereof, ik he kund himleſß ag⸗

Sir Murdure, that diſdaining to reply, he dꝛew his Swoꝛd to have taken 
his Head fo2 offering, as he dæmed it, ſuch an affront to himſelf and 
his noble Gueſs : at which Bevis leaping krom his place, with his Trun⸗ 
cheon warded the Blow; noz then did he kail to hit Sir Murdure with 
fuch foxce, as bzought dim to the ground, and was about with a ſecond 
ſtroak to finiſh his days, when the Counteſs and other Ladſes crycd 
out to the Knights to run in and prevented it, and Bevis finding him- 
ſelf amidſt ſo many dawn Swoꝛds, thought it time to retire, which 
accozdingly he did, ſecuring oꝛ making god his Retreat with Sir Mur- 
dure's Swozd, which he had wiefted from him, wounding divers that 
had been to kozward in pꝛelũng on, crying in vain to the Pozters to ſhut 
the Gates and'keep him in, that they might be revenged of the affront.

Bevis heing nam in, the Court ot armony, the King had great delight: 
to ſee a Bouthſocamely, well ſet and ſtrong pzopo2tioned in his Limbs, , 
every part of him expzelling a moze than manly foꝛm. and pꝛomiũng ex- 
traozdinary ſtrength ; wherefoze:giving him woꝛds of comfoze, he began 
to queſtion him about his Birth and Parentage, who freely told him that 
he was Son to Guy Earl ot Southampton, and that his Father being 
treacherouſly gain. hy the conſent of his Mother, who likewiſe tought. 
his Life, he had-betaken himſelf to travel, and being unkoztunately tas - 
ken Pziſoner, he had been ſold to thoſe Merchants who had p2eſentev - 
bim to his Highneſs.

The King though he loved Bevis, yct_inraged_that the valour of his 
Kingdom was ſo much eclipſed by a Stranger, conſented, notwithſtand- 
ing that acco2ding td the Law of the Country, he ſhould ſuffer Death : 
of which fair Joſian having notice, haſtily entered her Father's Chamber 
and thꝛowing her ſelf at his Fer, with Tears beſought him not rachly 
to put his ſevere Commands in execution, but rather allow lo much 
reſpite as the Parties might appear Face to Face, and then if it appear⸗ 
td Bevis was guilty of what had been witneſled againſt him, he might 
moꝛe ſuſtly ſuffer him to receive his Dm.

In a plain field, a dzeadful battle began; whereupon Sir Bevis and 
his Knights lo laid about them, that they overthzew and cut in pieces 
whole Kanks of men, and grew at length ſo terrible, that where 
ever they came, the enemies flcd befoze them, when coming to King 
Jour he beat him from his Bozſe, and there had Cain him, had not 
_ a Troop of freſh men inſtantly come in to his Reſcue, ſacrificing 

their lives to defend him, who no longer truſting to his kozteg, ſee- 
ing the day was loft, berook himſelf to flight, and was followed by 
ſuch ok his men, who elcoped the ſwozd, yet Sir Bevis purſued ſo 
hard akter him, upon his (wilt Bozſe Arundle, that he overtook him, 
and made him his pꝛiſoner, having ſoon after fo: his Ranlome, twenty 
tuns of Gold, thee hundzed Bales ol Sill, and ag many white 
Steeds, with thee hundzed Cups of Gold and Silver, making him 
at the ſame time ever quit claim to the fair Joſian, and to be in per⸗ 
petual Amity with King Ermine.

Foz this and other great ſervices, King Ermine offered fo give him 
his Crown; and the Government of this Kingdom, but he refuſed
